ISA forced to face 
student indifference

International Students' Association president Robert Hosang is 
worried about the financial future of his organization and its constl 
tuent national societies. 

"None of them will balance their budgets," he prophesied^ 
"unless the people from the clubs put in an amazing amount of work. 

However, Students' Society Internal Vice-President Kevin 
O'Connell is optimistic that most of the clubs will be able to brealc 
even. • 

ISA and the national clubs on campus are faced with a policy of 
austerity which has forced them to cut back on theb: expenditures hi 
order to balance their budgets. 

At last Wednesday's Council meeting all of the considerably 
pared-down club budgets were finally approved. However, according 
to Hosang, "Only over strong objections were they able to keep any 
cultural events." < 

Hosang asserted that the only feasible money-making activities 
which would keep the ISA and the clubs solvent are dances, such 
as the Friday night discotheques in the Union. 

He charged that Council 
"doesn't seem to realize that you 
can only have so many dances, and 
that the number of . discotheques 
being held is 'going to be harm- 
ful. Thb type of activity will 
prove to be monotonous, and 
the ISA will also be accused of 
servmg a purely social function." • 

"O'Connell disagreed comple- 
tely with Hosang's basic argu- 
ment, stating that the "net loss 
or gain on discotheques run by 
the ISA and the Students' Soc- 
iety last year was very small." 

He cited a number of cultural 
activities held last year by va- 
rious national clubs which prov- 
ed to be financial successes, 
siicfai^asf films run by the Polish 
Students' Society and a cultural prograhune of the Russian Chrcle. 
The programmes of the national clubs this year, he maintained, are 
still prunarily cultural. 

Apparently, therefore, the national clubs will be able to main- 
tain theu- solvency, even though the ISA has booked the union Coffee 
Lpunge for every Friday night for its dances. Several of the national 
clubs have misunderstood the nature of this priviledgé position with 
regard to the lounge, believing that ISA was granted a monopoly. 

George Ahulu, President of the African Student Association, 
charged that "the small clubs will be paralyzed in raisuig enough 
revenue and will run a deficit." 

O'Connell, however, said that the ISA is normally cooperative 
with the national societies. "But sometimes the clubs come to ask 
for a booking at the eleventh hour. Most of the complaints are due to 
misunderstandhig." 

He added that the ISA had been granted control of the lounge 
"because it is more equitable to deal with a central organization for 
all the groups," and that the understanding was that this arrangement 
was to be "for the benefit of the member organizations." 

Several weeks ago the ISA did cancel one of its discotheques in 
favour of one run by the West Indian Students Society. 

The WISS, according to Hosang, works independently of 
ISA because it would rather feed its revenues back into its own 
organization, than turn, them over to the Students' Society to be used 
to subsidize tne'reit' of the clubs. As a result the WISS is "extre- 
mely solvent" 

Hosang asserted that some clubs, especially the Chinese and the 
Polish Societies, have the "organizational maturity" to do the same 
thing, but probably will not, out of "loyalty to the Students' Society, 
which has helped them hi the past." 

Hosang pinned most of the blame for ISA's fbiancial difficulties 
on the apathy of the local portion of the student body. He bitterly 
attacked them for having "no interest hi the activiUes of the naUpnal 
associations," and for bemg "provincial and backward." 

Most of the activities at the university," he added, "are behig 
kept alive by people from out of town." Local students m*o commute 
home, he hnpUed, have much less of a stake hi life on campus. 

"Most students not only do not support the activities of the ISA 
but don't even support their own organizations," he charged. "ISA 
IS forgetting about sensationalism. If people do.n't want to come hi and 
get involved we aren't gohig to go out and pull them hi by the scruff of 
the neck." 

Kevin O'Connell, however, commented, "Apathy is the easiest 
thing to cry when things don't work out." He cited lack of resources 
among students due to poor summer job opportunities and the 
"dampening of enthusiasm" due to the War Measures Act as causes 
of the present apathy, and predicted a change lot the better by 
January.

to help Pakistan

A group of McGill students are planning to set 
up an ad hoc committee to aid the victims of the 
recent tidal wave hi Pakistan. 

Tile committee aims to raise funds and collect 
clothing and preserved food which will be sent to 
the survivors of the disaster. Fund-raishig acti- 
vities will be organized by the committee for this 

purpose. 

Approxhnateiy 300,000 people were killed and 
many more left homeless by the cyclone which 
swept across southeastern P^tan. 

"It is important that the public realizes the 
gravity of the situation in Pakistan and does 
something to aid this humanitarian cause." said 
I one of the committee organizers. 

The Office of the Trade Commissioner for 
Pakistan will be contacted and asked to cooperate 
with the proposed committee in sending these 
donations to the victmis. There is also a possibili- 
ty that the Red Cross will aid the students in their 
endeavor. 

The students intend to appeal to the enthe 
Montreal community, as well as the McGill cam- 
pus for donations. Volunteers are badly needed to 
help collect money and plan activities.

In a recent comment' in tlieMc- 
GiU Daily (Nov. 2) Daniel Liichins 
has suggested that the use of the 
college degree as a justification 
for privilege be exposed and con- 
demned. Fine. But if business 
and institutions are going to ac- 
cept the university degree as a 
justification for privilege, and 
if this privilege is condemnable, 
then surely the answer lies not 
in admonishing those who accept 
'the degree under these terms, 
but in abolishing the degree itself. 
Knowledge and / or competence 
cannot be measured in quanta: 
to assume that 19' credits equals 
1 degree equals knowledge is 
inane. Why is it that a college 
graduate is a "success", whereas 
the person who leaves college 
after two years is a dropout, a 
failure? Surely the dropout must 
have at least one-half a "know- 
ledge". 

When the degree is abolishedi 
and the unjustified privilege it 
extends, then the university can 



' retiirn!to being an institution for 
those viho want to learn for the 
inherent, and not ascribed, va- 
lues of knowledge. The university 
would become a functional res- 
source organ, where knowledge is 
centered and from where the in- 
dividual could pursue his interests 
and inquiries. Courses, assign- 
ments, and exams would disappear 
They don't teach you anything; 
they arc simply managerial tools 
for mass production and account- 
ing. This style of learning need 
not be restricted to the non-pro- 
fessional faculties. Skeptics might 
look at such a programme now in 
operation at MdMaster Universi- 
tyMedical School. 

Will all this demean the value 
of a McGill education? Not to the 
grovring number of people who 
believe that a university which 
requkes its students to actively 
pursue their inquiries has im- 
puted upon them a basic know- 
ledge and a respect for and love 
of that knowledge, that no degree 
produced in the existhig factoty- 
like manner could ever suggest. 

We could improve a lot of 
things if we did away with the 
degree. But proposals like these 
should expect to be met with re- 
sistance at many leveb. By the 
introduction of pass-fail evalua- 
tion and some non-stnictured, 



open-ended Curses for credit, 
McGill can make a sniall start. It 
is encouraging that Dr. Bell has 
suggested the implementation of 
multiple level degrees and diffe- 
rent lengths of study for diffe-. 
rent subjects. If McGill wants 
to remain a "good" school, these 
changes will ;have to be initiated 
soon. Once we Jiaye improved the 
direction of education, the quali- 
ty of education will hnproye itself .
